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No. 01/2007 dated 13-02-2007 issued by the Collector of 
Customs, Bangalore and Commissioner Customs, 
Mangalore respectively, hereby specify the following 
premises of the Major Port of New Mangalore situated in a 
place locally called as Panambur as Customs Area. 

Tlyc area inside the boundaries specified below 
comprising a land area measuring 885 Acres + 14.93 Acres 
(which was de-notified vide Notification No. 02/2005 dated 
03-02-2005), in total 899.93 Acres including the berths from 
No, 01 to 14 and the lagoon. 

The boundaries of the Customs area of New 
Mangalore Port are as follows :— 

North Side : A security compound wall of the New 
Mangalore Port having K. K. Gate running 
inside along the Bituminous road 
connecting the NH 17 and the Panambur 
Beach, commonly known as Koori Katta 
Gate (K. K. Gate) Beach Road. 

South Side : A security compound wall of KIOCL Piant 
continued by the Security' compound wall 
of the New Mangalore Port having Silver 
Juhilee gate. Kuiur-Thaneerbavi 
Bituminous Road is running outside the 
security wall and 10CL Tank farm is also 
situated adjacent to the compound wall on 


outside. Also, Gurupur River is flowing 
adjacent to the Bituminous Road.
